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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Overshadowing all other considerations was the flotation 
of the $100,000,000 New York City_loan. The price paid by 
the city was very high. If the City of New York has to 
pay 6% for short-term accommodations, what can railroads 
and smaller municipalities expect? It may be taken for 
granted that the high price demanded by the bankers was 
to insure the success of the loan. This will have the effect 
of searing off borrowers for all kinds of public improve- 
ments. The field of new construction will be linked more 
closely with the financial situation than ever before, and 
until funds can be obtained on more reasonable terms there 
will be a minimum of new ventures. 

Railroads are ane next to nothing. Some important 
bridge projects on which work had already been started 
have been postponed. One railroad company, which has 
done a great deal of construction work in and around New 
York, has cut its engineering force in half. The reopening 
of the rate case is the one real hope in the railway field at 
resent. 

" The iron and steel industry is less active than at any 
time, save the few months following the 1907 pears, and this 
comes after the steel industry has been operating from 65 to 
15% of capacity for nearly two years. 

The export field seems to have been overworked. To 
have something to sell is only half the problem. Merchants 
in the United States must arrange to buy; they must arrange 
to do business on a barter basis. Undoubtedly, sales to 
South America will increase Seeeer. but the benefits for 
the present will be reached by those houses who established 
agencies in South America many years ago, who understand 
the people and the customs. It is an opportune time, how- 
ever, to cultivate this trade, even though it be an expense to 
do so for a few years. 

Price changes have been unimportant. The fall in tin 
was nearly as spectacular as the advance. Prices are now 
at the old level. Copper is lower, steel products are not as 
firmly held, and a definite cut has been made in tin plate. 
Quotations now are a matter of minor interest. 

The situation in cotton-raising states is particularly un- 
precedented, for in that wide expanse of territory, cotton is 
the one staple on which all business hinges, and although 
the crop is enormous, it cannot yet be turned into money. 
Agricultural returns are particularly satisfactory and far- 
mers are securing a high price for their products. The wheat 
belt seems to be exceedingly gratifying. 

Orders for export have been received, papticularly for 
munitions of war. These included 6,000,000 horseshoes, 50,- 
000,000 rounds of ammunition, 10,000 saddles, and it is prob- 
able that 100,000 horses will be purchased in_the United 
States and Canada in the next few months. In the next 
two months, the war in Europe should give a decided im- 
petus to the manufacture of automobile trucks, but there 
will probably be more than a corresponding falling off in 
the number of pleasure cars sold. 

The government is showing some willingness to help 
business, and it may be that the policy of hitting at every 
kind of business is past. 2 

Idle freight cars have decreased, and about 95% of the 
total railway equipment is actively employed. 

Efforts are being made to permanently establish, in the 
United States, industries which have always been carried 
on in Europe. It is evident that with an assured trade of 
two or three years, er lines of manufacture can be so 
oy? fixed that they will be able to resist foreign competi- 
tion. 

Labor is feeling the pinch. Some of the railways are pay- 
ing less than earlier in the year, and good factory help is 
plentiful. 


Labor 


The supply far exceeds the demand. An increased effi- 
ciency can be expected from all classes of workers. The 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, which is doing an unusually large 
amount of construction and repair work this year, is re- 
ported to be pexins 17c. per hour for rough laborers. On 
subway work in New York City, $1.50 is paid for eight hours, 
and in Lone Island the rate is $1.60. Immigration continues 
to fall off, but it is evident that there will be a large surplus 
of unemployed this winter. 

A report has just been issued by the Department of Com- 
merce which shows that there are 2,152,433 persons 10 years 
of age and over in New York City engaged in gainful occu- 
ations. The principal workers are distributed as follows: 

anufacturing and mechanical industries, 40.6%; transpor- 
tation, 7.9%; trade, 16.8%: public service, 1.9%; professional 
service, 5.9%; domestic and personal service, 15.5%; clerical 
operations, 10.9%, the remainder being distributed in miscel- 
laneous occupations.

Cement—The cement trade is only holding its own. Numer- 
ous inquiries have been received for export to South America. 
but the instability of ocean freight rates is one thing that 
is preventing any great business to those countries. For 
example, with a rate of $4 per ton quoted in the morning, 
advancing to $5 in the afternoon, the steamship company 
finally refused to do anything better than $10 per ton, and 
that not more than 48 hours afterward. There is an insistent 
inquiry, and no doubt considerable business will be trans- 
acted. In this country, work is being finished up as rapidly 
as possible, and no new work started, so that it is evident 
that the cement mills will face a lean winter. Then, too, 
the jobbers in New York who frequently stock up their sup- 
plies are refusing to place any orders this fall. Prices are 
unchanged at $1.58 per bbl. for delivery within lighterage 


limits, New York. his is equsvatent to $1.46, Jersey City, 
and 95c. per bbl. in bulk at the mill.

Brick—The market is the lowest in years, and even : 
that it_ is weak. Hudson River common brick sell at $5 to 
$5.50, New York. For desirable orders, even these low quo- 
tations could be shaded. Raritan River brick are $5.25 to 
$5.50. The number of brick sold this year is 20% less than 
those sold at the corresponding period last year, and 1913 
was by no means a satisfactory year in the brick market. 


TRON AND STEEL 


Pig Iron—While the markets have barely held their own 
during the last eight weeks, there has been no great pres- 
sure to sell, and stocks are not large. This is the one re- 
deeming feature of an otherwise most unsatisfactory market 
Curtailment has taken place in so many lines, new construc- 
tion has been nearly at a standstill, and the reduction to the 
irreducible minimum has been going on so long, that new 
buying is limited to positive needs. In the Cincinnati mar- 
ket, a sale of 200 tons is the only one mentioned in the 
report for the week. This is the market where transactions 
generally run from 1000 to 10,000 tons. Some of the New 
England foundries have tested the market for future ship- 
ment, but very few orders have been received for delivery 
in 1915. In fact, all blast furnaces are unwilling to make 
any quotations for such forward shipment. It is well to 
observe that the present pig-iron consumption is about 60% 
of normal.

Steel Rallsa—Business has been practically at a standstill 
It is reported by a prominent official of the Carnegie Steel 
Co. that one of the railroads in Pittsburgh had not a single 
extra rail in stock. It is well known that many lines have 
drawn on their reserve stock to facilitate repairs, and have 
been taking up from sidings to be put into main tracks: The 
decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission to reopen 
the railway rate case will have a most important bearing 
on the future of the railways, for, unless there is some defi- 
nite way by which the railwavs can be tided over the next 
year, there will be a iist of railway receiverships which will 
be appalling. Prices for rails are nominal] and unchanged, as 
follows.

Structural Shapes—Bridge work, as far as new projects 
are concerned, is practically a thing of the past. Most all 
of the work roe is held up, due to lack of funds. In 
the building line, there is some work going on in all parts 
of the country, but it is very much smaller than anything in 
recent years. New York has more inquiries than any other 
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part of the country, and there are inquiries for a thousand 
tons for a club building, 6500 tons for an addition to the 
Grand Central Station, and a few small structures. Build- 
ing materials have been shipped abroad, and it is doubtful 
if any large amount of structural shapes will go in the very 
near future. Prices show no change, compared with last 
month, the base being $1.20 to $1.25, Pittsburgh, for I-beams, 
2 to 15 in.; channels, 2 to 15 in.; angles, 2 to 6 in., and V’s, 
3 in. and over. For other sizes, $1.30 to $1.35 is demanded. 
For T’s, $1.25 to $1.30; channels and T’s under 3 in., $1.30 
to $1.35; handrail T’s, $1.95 to $2.10. Cutting to Specified 
—— is charged at the following rates: Under 3 ft. to 2 ft., 
inclusive, 25c. per 100 Ib.; 2 ft. to 1 ft., inclusive, 50c. per

Plates—Business is more unsatisfactory in this line than 
almost any other. Searcely any of the mills are running 
at more than 50 per cent. of capacity, and many of them a 
great déal less. The price seems to be fairly firm, $1.20 
Pittsburgh, but this is nominal, for there is Eseeee no 
new business. All the car orders that have been made in 
several months have been cancelled, and there seems to be 
little prospect of new orders until financial conditions ma- 
terfally improve. Quotations are unchanged at $1.20 Pitts- 
burgh, or $1.38 from mill in the Chicago district. For de- 
livery from warehouse, Chicago, $1.75 is demanded. 


Pipe—The market is at a standstill. The Standard Oil 
Co. for a time refused to take more than one-third of the 
flow of certain wells, but recently signified its willingness 
to buy up two-thirds. This, of course, is no incentive to 
increase production, nor to build new pipe lines. Until con- 
ditions improve, so that there is a better demand for oil 
the market for line pipe will be extremely quiet. Some of 
the pipe mills are not running at more than 30 or, 40% of 
capacity. The smaller sizes of pipe are just as dull as any 
other, but on all, discounts are firmly maintained. These dis- 
counts are as follows:

ees rete has not been so dull in years. Curtailment 
of Ps uction is now general at all of the principal mines, 
and will continue to be more so unless there is a decided 
change. It is evident that new levels for copper quotations 
must be established for years to come at a lower rate. For 
years, it was generally agreed that copper under l5c. per 
lb. was cheap, and many manufacturers would have been 
willing to see the market on a l5c. basis. Conditions have 
now changed. The electrical industry, which has consumed 
fully 50% of the copper output, has received a serious set- 
back, and will not be as active again for years. In the mean- 
time, the supply of copper far exceeds the demand, and of 
necessity the mines which produced metal at a high cost 
must go out of business. Future prices of copper are likely 
to be around 12c. There is practically no business now and 
no established market, but enough is known of the situation 
to warrant a quotation of 11%c. for large lots of electrolytic. 
Lake copper is in relatively fair demand, particularly Calu- 
met & ecla brands, which have been freely bought by 
manufacturers of cartridges in New England who have use 
for that metal. It is significant to note that copper in Ger- 
many is selling at about 19c. per Ib. The German importa- 
tions of copper have been the mainstay of the American 
market for years, and now that is absolutely cut off. 


Tin—Large shipments of tin are being sent to this country 
and the supply is now far in excess of the demand. e 
market is more or less irregular, but frightfully dull. Less 
business was transacted in the last week than similar periods 
for years past. Quotations are more or less nomina) ,and 
it seems probable that a 30c. level, to which prices seem to

Pan American Trade—A Warning 


A special news memorandum of caution and warning re- 
garding the Latin American commercial situation has been 
prepared by John Barrett, Director General of the Pan Ameri- 
can Union, the international organization maintained in 
Washington by all the American republics for the develop- 
ment of commerce, intercourse, good understanding and 
peace. 

The widespread ana unprecedented public interest in the 
Latin American commercial opportunity as developed by the 
European war is being followed by so much misconception, 
in many circles, of the real trade and economic conditions 
obtaining in certain parts of Latin America, that Director 
General John Barrett of the Pan American Union in Washing- 
ton has found it necessary to ascertain by cable the exact 
business situation in Latin America, and, as a result, to 
sound, in justice both to the United States and Latin America, 
a note of caution and warning. 


On August 8, immediately after the outbreak of the 
European war, Director Barrett addressed a memorandum to 
the commercial and financial interests of the United States 
urging them to prepare to meet the combined responsibility 
and opportunity presented in Latin America by the war. 
This statement attracted general attention and discussion, 
but now a new phase of the situation, as indicated by these 
cable reports, has developed and is requiring careful consid- 
eration. 


“These advices,” he states, “emphasize that what is needed 
at this hour in Latin America is not so much a supply of 
the manufactured products of the United States, although 
required in considerable quantities, but money, loans and 
advances, credits on purchases, and markets at reasonable 
rates for raw products which usually go to Europe. If Latin 
America can sell at a fair figure her accumulating raw pro- 
ducts and buy, in turn, through receiving financial help and 
coéperation in the form of advances and credits from United 
States exporters, importers and bankers, the situation will be 
speedily remedied and the commercial interests of the United 
States and Latin America will truly enter upon a new era of 
Pan American commerce and comity. 


“The fact that the twenty Latin American countries last 
year bought imports and sold exports to the vast total of 
$3,000,000,000, of which $2,000,000,000 were transactions with 
Europe, a beyond quibble or doubt that the opportunity 
is there but subject to the conditions herein noted. That the 
United States already has a good start and is making en- 
couraging progress is shown by the fact that its exchange of 
trade with Latin America has grown in the last seven years, 
or during the present administration of the Pan American 
Union, nearly 100 per cent. or from $450,000,000 to $850,000,000. 


“The European war, while greatly lessening the sources 
of Latin American imports and the market for exports, and 
opening a corresponding greater opportunity to United States 
exports and imports, has so unavoidably crippled Latin Amer- 
ican financial resources and commercial machinery that it 
must require several months or a year before conditions 
can readjust themselves and permit results that many United 
States business men expect immediately. 


“Despite the efforts, not only of the Latin-American em- 
bassies. legations and consulates, but of the Pan American 
Union, as an international organization, and the United 
States Departments of State and Commerce to state the situa- 
tion exactly as it exists, countless articles have been appear- 
ing in various newspapers and magazines emphasizing an 
alleged ‘golden opportunity’ without pointing out its actual 
and present environments of money tightness and dislocation 
of international commercial methods. Numerous business 
men and commercial agents, in consequence, are crowding 
the steamers bound for Latin America with the expectation 
that they will find the Latin Americans awaiting them with 
outstretched hands filled with gold and ready to buy every- 
thing and anything they have to sell. These men will pres- 
ently return to the United States and unfairly condemn and 
criticise the markets and peoples of the countries visited. 


“A great stream of letters and telegrams from both North 
and South America are daily pouring into the office of the 
Pan American Union, as the international American bureau 
of information, and they prove the widespread interest in the 
field and opportunity, but they are invariably answered not 
only with the statement of the actual opportunity but with 
an admonition that the Latin American market, while vastly 
potential, is at this moment embarrassed by a serious financial 
stringency and dislocation of commercial conditions for 
which it is not in itself to blame. 


“The seeee ree of the hour,‘ therefore, in a word, is 
not so much one for immediate large sales of United States 
manufactured products as one for coéperation and mutual 
help, together with carefyl investigation of commercial condi-

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Financiers Loyal to the Country’s Welfare—John Skelton 
Williams, Comptroller of Currency, was recently the prin- 
éipal speaker before the Indiana Bankers’ Association. An 
interesting point emphasized by Mr. Williams was the fact 
that at the present time the United States “is a Mount Ararat 
of a universe overwhelmed by a deluge of blood, of con- 
fusion and raging strife,” and that the country stood upon 
the threshold of opportunity for that reason. In part, his 
speech was as follows: 

“The Federal reserve act is not a measure which serves 
only banks and their customers, but it is destined, I firmly 
believe, to exert a powerful influence for good on the lives 
and fortunes of all classes of our population. It is the in- 
strumentality through which the American people will be 
freed from the domination of a financial oligarchy. It re- 
stores to the channels of commerce and industry hundreds 
of millions of dollars of money which was drawn from the 
sections where it was most needed to lie idle in the vaults 
of the big banks in two or three cities, or else be loaned by 
those banks largely on demand loans in the stock market. 

“It provides for a system to meet completely and effec- 
tively the requirements of expanding or contracting business 
according to the seasons and the varying conditions, and it 
accomplishes along the most natural lines, the mobilization 
of the bank reserves, and devises the methods by which 
they can be most safely and fairly utilized. 

“It practically removes from honestly and capably man- 
aged banks all fears of runs or the dread of suspension or 
failure, by providing the means for quickly converting into 
currency the commercial paper in which ‘its funds may have 


been invested. 

“By the system of clearings which the bill provides for, 
it is estimated that several hundred million dollars hereto- 
fore kept in transit and in unavailable balances will be 
released for the needs of business, while the delay and ex- 
ponee, of making collections of checks will both be elim- 
nated. 

“It opens the way for the establishment of branches of 
our national banks in foreign countries so as to secure for 
this country a larger share of the world’s commerce. It 
removes the barrier which prevented the national banks from 
lending on real estate, and makes improved real estate ac- 
ceptable as a basis for loans under conditions clearly and 
conservatively defined, so as to bring into active commercial 
use one of the most substantial of all securities. 

“In its efforts to provide for present and to guard against 
further and future demands, the country has Tose steering 
a cautious course between two perils. Money enough for 
ordinary and extraordinary requirements incident to condi- 
tions unprecedented, and not only to move the crops, but to 
hold some crops, the normal demand for which was sus- 
pended, was urgently needed. Yet such inflation of the cur- 
reney as might threaten our gold reserve and impair our 
public credit and the value of our money would be suicide. 
Self-preservation demands first the preservation of our credit. 
With that wounded, we would be ynable to maintain our, 
selves; miserably Pa to help others, left impotent an 
feeble and shamed, while opportunity turned its back on us. 
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e allowed the currency supply to become inadequate for 
If requirements, we might inflict the penalties of confisca- 
tion and ruin on the innocent many to the enrichment of the 
designing and remorseless few. : 

lt we should allow inflation of the currency away from 
safe and solid bases of actual and irreproachable value, we 
would be like a man drinking himself to frenzy and torpor 
while his honor and the safety of his home depended on his 
steadiness and strength. Therefore, we have felt and tested 
and studied and have striven to work and build swiftly but 
carefully; to act promptly, but with thoughtful provision for 
the situation as it is, while keeping alert eyes on the possi- 
bilities of the days and months to come. 

“In this work all of us have united. It is deeply gratify- 
ing to me to be able to certify how much the country owes 
of its growing prospects and ae stability to the 
genius, skill and generous, patient, broad patriotism of its 
bankers in all sections. Those of New York, Chicago and 
other large cities have been not only willing but zealous in 
coéperation and with valuable and timely service. Most of 
them have tendered their resources and their services to 
help the public interest. But the people of alt grades and 
sections have, as a general rule, done what they could to 
forward a difficult and complicated labor. 

“The administration has been given full cause to feel 
gratefully and exultingly that, when the common defense 
and the general welfare are involved, the free citizens of 
the United States have no lines of differences in politics, in 
sections, in_ social arama or the distribution of the favors of 
Fortune. The people, regardless of party, have given cordial 
and cheerful sanction to every movement and act approved 
by their reason as being for the good of the republic. 

“The work of adjustment and of getting the machinery 
of business on perfect foundations and ojled and leveled is 
not completed; but it is well started with safe and efficient 
methods. We and our business machinery will be required 
to work not only for ourselves, but for the world. The 
task is enormous, but it is in conjunction necessarily. In 
protecting our own stability, we protect the world’s finance 
and commerce. In conserving the interests of the other 
nations, we conserve our own and improve the opportunities 
that practically are forced upon us. Along with illimitable 


responsibilities, the prospect of illimitable expansion con- 
fronts us.” 


Trade with Brazil—In a recent issue of the “Daily Con- 
sular and Trade Reports,” the following article on the pres- 
ent —— situation in Brazil, written by the consuls, ap- 
peared: . 

“As this is the dull season, about the only merchandise 
to be shipped consists of rubber, although it is possible that 
some green and sun-dried hides, which ordinarily go to 
Germany, will go forward, especially if arrangements can 
be made to fumigate the green hides, sacking them being 
out of the question on account of cost. 

“Aside from this, the situation here is very complicated 
because of the lack of sufficient money with which to handle 
business, the uncertainties of the exchange market, which 
is largely in the hands of European bankers, and the in- 
crease in freight and insurance rates. Until these matters 
adjust themselves, it will be very difficult for merchants to 
do business, and especially with the United States, as there 
are no American banks or a. companies. The steam- 
ship ‘Purus,’ which carries this dispatch, will leave here 
in a few days with a fair amount of rubber, most of which 
is billed to order and is in a measure an experimental ship- 
ment. The continuance of shipping in this way will depend 
upon the result of the sales in this instance. 

“Notwithstanding the complicated banking situation, local 
collections for foreign account continue remarkably good, but 
orders for new goods will be limited in amount until it can 
be estimated where the exchange rate will establish itself. 
For this same reason, no doubt, American exporters are in- 
sisting upon cash with orders or guaranties. 

“Anxiety as to future coal supplies is becoming more 
and more apparent as efforts to charter steamers continue to 
fail. One firm has offered as a special inducement to prepay 
freight, but to date has failed to arrange for a steamer. 
The prices of coal, $3.15 per ton, f.o.b. shipping port, is 
considered reasonable in view of the circumstances, and it 
‘a ta he hoped that some means will be found to solve tran 
portation difficulties. 

“The daily papers have been most active in advising the 
local public of the action of American trade and commercial 
associations and their intentions as regards this market, and 
as much of our success in retaining thiS market depends 
upon the initial action of the American exporter, it is hoped 
that he will be able to fulfill the promises implied in the 
action taken by the associations. 

“There is an excellent demand here at present, on account 
of the European war, for all staples, such as corn, flour, 
vanned goods, smoked meats, beans, oil, geinte, shoes, hats, 
hardware, coal, machinery, electrical supplies and drugs. 

“Foodstuffs and almost everything else have already trebled 
in price since the beginning of the month. Coal is now sell- 
ing at $40 per ton, but it is understood that the English 
Government has requisitioned all of the remaining supply 
that the two leading dealers at Pernambuco (both of whom 
are English) have on hand. The tramways and gas com- 
panies have enough coal to last six weeks only. 

“Consul P. Merrill Griffith, Pernambuco, is at a loss to 
know just what arrangements can be made at present for 
the ee of merchandise ordered and snipped there, as 
the banks are all closed by order of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, and have been for the last two weeks. It is reported 
that they will reopen soon, but indications are that there 
will be such a run that they may be forced to close within 
a short time. With New York houses having known and 
established representatives here, the situation is different 
inasmuch as payments for goods ordered may be deferred 
indefinitely. 

“The best way to send supplies to Pernambuco at present 
is by_ steamers fying neutral flags. The Lioyd Brazileiro 
intends to reéstablish its passenger service between New 
York and Brazil, which for some time has been discontinued. 

“Sugar and cotton are the chief exports, and as this is 
one of the richest and most fertile sections of Brazil, sugar 
and cotton are chiefly raised. Nothing is being exported 
now, and the natives are beginning to realize how much 
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they are dependent upon the outside world for supplies. 
Thousands are Seomeyee and many families are already 
suffering. There is ittle money and prices are very high. 
The Government of Argentina will not export any more flour, 
and the only source of such supplies for Brazil is the United 
States. 

“Competent representatives thoroughly conversant with 
the customs and language of the people of this country 
should be sent out immediately if at all possible. Brazilians 
are not prejudiced against American goods at any time, and 
business connections can now be formed which may endure 
indefinitely.” 


Training Dye Makers—Under the direction of Dr. Allen 
Rodgers of Pratt Institute Brooklyn, a miniature factory has 
been set up to make American dyes from American raw ma- 
terials. It is also proposed to train young men to become 
foremen of American dye factories. 

In “American Industries” the official organ of the “Nua- 
tional Association of Manufacturers.” Harold Lambert Allen 
has printed a lengthy article from which the following ex- 
tracts have been taken. 

“Prior to the beginning of the European war it was not 
generally realized to what extent many industries of the 
United States are dependent on foreign supplies. We had 
grown accustomed to think of this country as the source of 
raw materials for European factories, rather than the ccn- 
sumer dependent on foreign products in a large measure for 
the maintenance of some of our largest industries—dyes for 
the textile, leather and paper trades. Although during the 
last five years the imports of dyestuffs into the United states 
have remained practically stationary, owing to the enlarge- 
ment of the chemical works in the United States, we are de- 
pendent on aay for such large quantities of dyestuffs 
that the stoppage of imports since the saaoeing of the war 
presents a serious problem to the consumers of those com- 
modities. 

“Figures obtained from official sources show that the total 
average purchases from abroad of alizarin and other coal tar 
colors have been about $10,000,000 annually during the past 
six years. In 1913 the total value of imported dye stuffs from 
all foreign countries was $10,395,744, including indigo and 
aniline salts. Of this amount Germany furnished $8,876,020, 
while during the unfinished year 1914, we have imported from 
that country artificial dye stuffs valued at $7,940,061, indicat- 
ing that had the war not occurred the imports for both 
years would have been about equal. It is reasonable to as- 
sume that, had there been any great discrepancy between the 
imports of 1913 and 1914, they would have been larger this 
year, since we have already imported $5,965,537 worth of 
finished coal tar colors (not including alizarin, aniline salts 
or indigo) this year, in comparison with the somewhat smaller 
value of $5,766,600 of the same products during 1913. At 
all events it is obvious that the hiatus left in the American 
market by the war is not an inconsiderable one, and is large 
enough to present a serious problem to the textile and leather 
trades. Figures for 1913, the last complete year, as previously 
given, show the imports of foreign artificial dye stuffs to have 
been $10.395,744, and it is this amount that American manu- 
facturers must now supply. 

“The United States must have dyes. These must be either 
imported or manufactured in this country, and since the war 
has paralyzed the trade of Germany, from whom we obtain 
by far the largest supply of imported dyes, only one cargo 
having reached this country since the beginning of hostili- 
ties, Yankee ingenuity must come to the rescue. he solution 
is all American dyes for American manufactured goods. We 
must establish a dye manufacturing industry in the United 
States which will supply not only the demands of the home 
market, but which may compete successfully with other na- 
tions for the dye trade of the world. * 

“In order to build up an American dye manufacturing in- 
dustry that will supply all of the demands of the home market 
and compete succesfully with foreign manufacturers for the 
dye trade of the world, proper support must be given the 
industry by both the Government and the consumers. * * * 

“The part the Government must play in upbuilding the dye 
industry is an important one. A sufficiently high tariff must 
be placed on dyes to insure American manufacturers against 
the destructive competition for foreign combinations when 
the war is over. The coal-tar color industry in the United 
States makes no plea for protection in the ground of fosterinsz 
an infant industry, but sfficient protection should be given to 
prevent this county from being made the dumping ground 
for the overproduction of Germany. Unless this is done Ger- 
man manufacturers will be in a position to destroy the Amer- 
ican coal-tar industry when the war is over, exactly as was 
done in the case of the hydrochinon industry. 

“It must be remembered that even with chemists able to 
properly compound dyes great skill is necessary to their 
proper manufacture. The technical processes involved 
exceedingly nice and considerable experience is necessary 
before the proper technique is acquired. In Grmany for many 
years the industrial schools have been training young men to 
assume responsible positions in dye factories, and in this 
country for a time some difficulty will likely be experienced 
in obtaining skilled labor. Foremost among American indus- 
trial schools to perceive the trend of the times is Pratt In- 
stitute in Brooklyn, N. Under the direction of Dr. Allen 
Rodgers that institution has taken steps to install a minia- 
ture factory to manufacture all American dyes from all 
American raw products and train young men to become fore- 
men in dye factories. It must be remembered that the dye 
industry, if greatly enlarged at all, will be placed on a 
permanent basis, and the importance of this experiment can- 
not be overestimated.”
